“ The advantage the other side 
has over us is the number of its 
tanks and the element of sur­ 
prise,” Healey told an interna­ 
tional defense conference here.

Erler’s mother was 
dry-eyed but shaking as her oth­ 
er son. Dan, 21, held her tightly. 
Erler—then

Hollywood, 
Ma., nolice patrolman—report­ 
ed finding Merilyn’s body the 
morning of Aug. 12. The child 
had five bullets in her head. 
Five miles awav, her mother 
lay in the blood-spattered fami­ 
ly car. also with five bullets in 
the head. 
About an hour before the bod­ 
ies were found, a soft, male 
voice told tho sheriff’s office: “ I 
just killed three people .. .I’m 
serious.

Please .. hurry up.” 
No third

ever was 
found, and for a time, E rler was 
assigned as investigating officer 
on the murder case. 


At his trial, which began Mon­ 
day, five witnesses—four police­ 
men and an ex-policeman—tes­ 
tified it was E rler’s voice on the 
tapes of the calls to the sheriff’s 
office.

Raise Proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate plans Tuesday to take up 
a resolution to block a congres­ 
sional pay raise, but it is given 
little chance of success. 
Supporters of the pay boost 
are preparing a challenge they 
believe will kill the resolution. 
Despite continuing opposition 
by 
some 
members 
in 
both 
houses of Congress, the general 
view on Capitol Hill is that the 
salary increase will take effect 
as scheduled Feb. 14. 
Congressional pay is to go 
from $30,000 to $42,500 a year. 
Other substantial increases are 
granted to federal judges, cabi­ 
net members and all other top 
federal officials. 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 
after extended discussions with 
Senate leaders Friday won an 
agreement to make his resolu­ 
tion rejecting the pay raises the 
pending business when the Sen­ 
ate meets Tuesday. 
The raises were proposed in 
former President Johnson’s last 
budget under a new system 
making them effective automat­ 
ically if Congress does not re­ 
ject them. 
Congress in l%7 set up the 
machinery for pay increases 
without requiring members to 
vote directly on the question of 
raising their own salaries. 
Resolutions of rejection have 
been introduced in the House 
but indications are none will 
reach the floor.

Early Bird 
On The Shelf 
Over Atlantic 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Early 
Bird, the world’s first commer­ 
cial communications satellite, 
has been put on the shelf—a 
shelf 22,300 miles above the At­ 
lantic Ocean. 
And that’s where it will re­ 
main for generations—perhaps 
centuries—to come.

Early Bird had an operational 
record of IOO per cent reliabili­ 
ty.

An emphatic yes answer -to this 
query was expressed by Dr. 
Harry D. Niemczyk, Wooster. 
Niemczyk spoke at the annual 
convention of the Ontario Soil 
and 
C r o p 
Improvement 
A s s o c i a t i o n in Toronto, 
reviewed the invasion of the 
weevil into alfalfa fields of the 
U.S. and outlined current control 
recommendations and research. 
Ontario 
agriculturists 
are 
becoming 
increasingly 
con 
cerned about the alfalfa weevil 
the 
insect 
continues 
to 
as 
s p r e a d 
into 
their 
fields. 
Niemczyk said Hie weevil was 
first identified in North America 
in Utah in 1901. 
It spread across the western 
half of the U.S., now infesting 
fields in 14 states of western 
U.S., as well as the provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
Canada. 


IN 1952, the weevil showed 
up in alfalfa in several states 
along the eastern coast of the 
U.S. 
Today, 
the insect has 
spread to 29 eastern states of 


the U.S. as web as into Ontario 
and Quebec provinces. 
Chlorinated 
hydrocarbon 
insecticides, previously used for 
effective control of Hie alfalfa 
weevil, had to be withdrawn 
from use in the early 1960s with 
the development of highly ac­ 
curate equipment for detection 
of pesticide residues. 
Niemczyk 
reported that the 
shift 
to 
less 
persistent 
in­ 
secticides 
required 
increased 
c o s t s 
and 
inconveniences 
because of the necessity of 
several amplications per season.

“We noted that the effect of 
invasion of the alfalfa weevil

But after three or four 
years or the duration of one

Man is having increasing difficulty 
keeping up with the social and ethical 
problems created by the rapid advance 
of science. Organ transplants have 
created one 
of 
the 
most serious 
problems faced by medicine. 
There are other fields in which 
scientific progress is causing impasses. 
Individual privacy is a major one. 
Computers, drugs, telephone tapping 
equipment and such things as truth 
serums are evolving rapidly into a 
highly 
advanced 
state. 
They 
are 
beneficial if used properly, but each 
holds the potential for invading the 
privacy of almost any citizen. 
Four members of the United Nations 
are asking for a study of the effects 
of science and technology on human 
rights. Led by French delegate to the 


General Assembly, Pierre Juyigny, 
delegates from Japan, Mauritania and 
Salvador have joined in the call for 
a study of the entire spectrum of in­ 
trusion on human rights by scientific 
advancements. 
“A computer can be very useful and 
it can help developing countries ac­ 
celerate their progress in.many fields 
such as welfare,’* Mr. Juvigny said. 
‘But if you give the computer certain 
aata, all your life is revealed, including 
things you have forgotten.” 
Regardless of whether the General 
Assembly 
accepts 
the 
challenge 
presented by the four member nations, 
the subject of scientific infringement 
on privacy will be heard of with in­ 
creasing urgency.

To Make Forecast Sunday 


PUNXSUTAWNEY, Pa. (AP) 
— Sunday is groundhog day and 
you can be sure that Punxsu­ 
tawney Phil will see his shadow. 
That’s supposed to mean six 
more weeks of winter. But it 
really means that once again 
the members of the Punxsutaw­ 
ney Groundhog Club have pulled 
your leg in a gentle and light 
hearted way. 
They’ve been doing it so well, 
for so long that the groundhog’s 
position as a weather forecaster 
ranks just below Santa Claus, 
the Easter Bunny and the tooth 
fairy as national myths. 
, 
Each year thousands of news­ 
papers and radio and television 
stations report Phil’s judgment 
on the weather. The time he 
spots his shadow is delivered on 
the floor of the U.S. House of 
Representatives 
and 
dutifully 
noted 
in

according to Brown. 
“ All members of the family 
are potential targets,” he said. 
“ Great achievements have been 
made in the past 20 years with 
the Heart Association’s empha­ 
sis on research, but many un­ 
crossed frontiers lay ahead ini 
the fight to reduce death and 
disability from the heart and 
circulatory 
diseases—sustained 
research is the key element.” 
“ Just what are the prospects 
for the next 20 years” Nobody 
can supply a definitive answer 
to that question,” he added. 
“ However, there is good reason 
to hope that the overall gains 
will surpass those of 1950-66, 
marked by a reduction of 18.4 
per cent in the cardiovascular
